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During 1946 - 47 the Soviets set up radar stations in the following locations 
in Bulgaria: 


a. In the northern part: of the Bulgarian-Yugoslav border: Vidin.Berkovica. 
b. In the southern part of the Bulgarian ~ Yugoslav border. 

c. On the Bulgarian-Greek border: area of Smolyan and Haskovo. 

ad, On the Bulgarian-Trvkish border: near Malko Tirnovo. 

e, On the coast in the Burgas ~ Sozopol sector. 


Two additional stations cornected with the radar network in Rumania sre 
located in Cerna-Voda, Runenia, and Sliven, Bulgaria. 
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
